New York, gebe 17—Rufus C. Mason, 
poet and adventurer, of many aliases, 
is enjoying a peridd of seclusion after 
another of his spectacular feats in high 
financing. Central office detectives are 
searching the city for him with a bench 
warrant that declares him to be a fugi- 
tive. For several months Mason has been 
under bail on a grand larceny charge, 
which had its inception in a “‘wild-cat” 
scheme put through two years ago.
